Mack Eicholtz Injured. 


Mack Eicholtz,the eleven-year-old son 


>f George Eicholtz, of Bedford town- 
,hip, met with a serious accident last 
Saturday afternoon, in which he suf- 
'ered a wound of the inner portion of 
lis left thigh very near the femoral 
artery. This wound has all the ap- 
pearance of having been caused by a 
)ullet entering the leg. 
It is about 


ivo inches deep. Mack, in company 
with a number ot other boys, visited 
the Todd reservoir. One of the boys 
carried a revolver, which they all 
claim was not fired at any time. They 
all say that Mack found a dynamite 
cartridge at the reservoir, which he 
placed upon a stone and discharged 
by throwing another stone upon it, 
a piece of the cartridge striking him 
iu the leg. Some of the caps, loaded 
with nitro-glycerine, which have been 
put oil in the same way since the ac- 
cident, show that they are blown into 
small fragments and would likely pro- 
duce a lacerated wound, instead of a 
smooth and round one, such as Mack 
received. The bullet has not been ex 
tracted. 
After penetrating for two 


inches it turned upward and buries: 
itself in the deep muscles. The pa 
tient is able to be about the house. He 
sulfers no pain or inconvenience as a 
result of the accident.

Visit to Bedford. 


Last week some of our good Bedford 


people were rejoiced by the reappear- 
ance in our midst of u former pastor of 
one of our churches, who spent several 
days in the renewal of "a^ld acquaint- 
ance." 


Thirty-three years ago Dr. Sample, 


on considerations of health, severed 
the very tender tie that bound him to 
the Bedford Presbyterian congrega- 
tion, and bidding them a reluctanl 
farewell, followed the star of empire 
to the great west.

All regretted that 
e could not spend a Sabbath with the 
hurch in whose pastorate he spent ten 
ery pleasant and profitable years of 
iis early ministerial life.

WASHINGTON, September 5.—The Ee- 


publican claim of a walk-ever in Ohio 
this fall haa been a hollow pretense 
from the first and it has grown hollow- 
er every day since the Democrats nom- 
inated Hon. John K. McLean for gov- 
ernor. It will not be denied that Sir. 
McKinley knows Ohio politics thor- 
oughly. 
It is significant, therefore, 


that the first thing he did after his 
return to Washington was to hold a 
conference with several Ohio Republic- 
ans and that one of the results of 
that conference was a cablegram to 
Boss Hanna, telling him to hurry 
home from Europe, in order to talte 
charge of the campaign in his state. 
Mr. McKinley regards Mr. McLean as 
a strong and dangerous candidate and 
be knows that if Ohio goes Democratic 
this year it will give such a boom to 
the already rapidly brightening Demo- 
cratic prospects that the election of a 
Democratic president will become well- 
nigh a certainty. He is determined to 
prevent this if he can possibly do so 
and in addition to Banna's methods, 
which will be worked to the limit, the 
whole power of the administration will 
be used to help Hanna's ticket. 


Although 
Mr. McKinley only re- 


mained in Washington from Saturday 
afternoon until yesterday, when he 
went to Philadelphia ta attend the G. 
A. E. encampment, where he hopes to 
mt in some good political licks and in- 
cidentally to prevent a fight being 
made upon the present management of 
the pension bureau by the old sol- 
diers, he found time to see some of the 
capitalists who, for purely selfish reas- 
ons, are trying to get the government 
tomixitsslf up in the revolution in 
Sajito Domingo, by declaring a protec- 
torate over the most turbulent and 
belligerent inob of "niggers" 
ever 


vnown to exist in any portion of the 
world. With all his anxiety to please 
Jiese capitalists, it is not believed thit 
Mr. McKinley will dare to do what 
-hey wish him to do. He has troubles 
enough now without hunting for new 
ones. 


The Sampson clique in the navy de- 


partment, which has been able to keep 
Sampson in command of the North 
Atlantic squadron when other oiHcers 
were entitled to that honor, will have 
liin ordered to shore duty after the 
Dewey reception in New York and it 
will also endeavor to prevent the ar- 
rival of Admiral Howison. who is 
Sampson's senior officer, in New York, 
whither he is bound from the South 
Atlantic on the cruiser Chicago, in 
;ime to participate in the Dewey cere- 
monies. 
Not satisfied with' having 


done so much for Sampson,the clique is 
still working to prevent Sehley from 
getting an important command, al- 
though he is clearly entitled to the sea, 
duty he asked for many months ago. 
There are three men eligible to succeed 
Sampson as commander of the North 
Atlantic squadron—Sehley, Rsmey and 
Farqnhar—but if the efforts of the 
clique are successful, as now stems 
.ikely, Schley's name may be consider- 
ed out of it. 


Gen. Fitzhugh Lee guvi the var de- 


partment a little more tban it expect- 
ed when it asked him and t!ie other 
department commanders in Cuba to 
make reports on the condition of affairs 
under their jurisdiction, by adding the 
'ollowiug recommendations to his re- 
port : "That a census of the island be 
taken as soon as possible; that the 
question of suffrage be carefully con- 
sidered and a decision reached regnlat- 
.ng the same; that a modern system of 
jurisprudence be introduced, so that 
elective officers can be voted for; that 
a general election be ordered for a 
president or a chief magistrate, a vice 
president and a congress or legislature,

which shall meet as soon after the cen- 
sus is taken as possible. In this way 
the pledged faith of the United States 
government to Cuba can be kept." 
Orders were given in the war depart- 
ment to suppress this report,but some- 
how it got out. 


In view of his close personal rela- 


cions with Mr. McKinley, the state- 
ment in a report made to the war de- 
partment by Gen. Leonard Wood, that 
.he military control of Cuba will have 


<o continue for a long time, is regard- 
ed as fignificant. That sort of opinion 
from our officers will bo made to justi- 
fy an indefinite military occupation of 
;he island, notwithstanding present 
ialk of municipal elections over there, 
in the spring, if the people of this 
country do not compel different action 
on the part of the administration. 


The administration is crowine loud- 


y because the August financial state- 
ment shows a surplus of a little more 
than four million dollars, but it is not 
calling anybody's attention to the fact 
that more than three millions of the 
surplus came from the sale of the old 
custom house site in New York city; 
nor to the comparative smallness of 
some of the regular government pay- 
ments for that month.

IKVJSOTON, N. Y., September :>.—In 


,he Chinese empire are about four 
hundred million human beings, prac- 
tically all of whom are ignorant of 


hat we call civilization. From their 


own point, ot view they possess a civil- 
iation older in years than any of the 
•foreign devils," toward whom they 
lave in tbe past shown such intense 
hatred. But their civilization, though 
n advance of all others two thousand 
years ago, has stood absolutely still, 
until their leadership is like the lead- 
ership of the small boy who boasted to 
his father that he was first in his class 
—inquiry proved that he was reckon- 
,ng from the wrong end. 


Another peculiarity, and one that 


bodes ill for the future integrity of the 


hinese empire, is that it is divided 


into eighteen huge provinces which are 
not possessed of any sense of national 


nity ancl therefore cannot be expected 
to present a united front against out- 
side interference. Furthermore these 
provinces are so remote from one an- 
other and the means of communication 
so defective that it is safe to assume 
many millions of the Chinese scarcely 
yet know that there has been a war 
ivith Japan and certainly do not under- 
stand all its consequences. 


Some one has wisely remarked that 
hen great fortunes were macleat war 


war was business, but now that great 
fortunes are made at business, busi' 
ness is war. The fact that Germany 
Kngland, America and France, in a 
m'aor degree,are great commercial na 
tions, producing more than they can 
consume, is reason enough for theii 
anxiety to create new needs among 
four hundred million of people and 
then to cater to them. Russia, also 
though not yet supplying all necessi- 
ties of her own hordes, some still little 
better than savages, is wise enough to 
perceive, the value of an unbroken ter 
ritory from west to east with ocean 
outlets at both extremes and she,there 
fore, is vastly interested in the north 
ern portion of China and has already 
gained control of an ice-free port as the 
Pacific terminus of her Siberian rail 
road. The completion of that Siberian 
railroad will mean the very rapid set 
tletnent and development of the bette 
portions of Siberia, a land that is by 
no means one of snow and ice, as 
have hitherto inferred from our old 
geographies. 


The lack of unity in the Chinese em 


pire, the lack of progress in modern 
methods and the lack of the strength 
that comes from a knowledge of unity 
have permitted, since little Japan dem 
onstrated the weakness of her hulking 
adversary in 1S95, some very sharp 
practices, particularly on the part o 
Germany. On two occasions already 
because of assaults of missionaries 
she has taken violent possession o 
pieces of territory on the seacoast a 
compensation for the death and the 
losses inflicted upon these "soldiers o 
the cross." France also has piekec 
some very unworthy quarrels in thi 
south and has not been above associat 
ing herself with pirates and rebels in 
order to make her hold more strong in 
Cochin China and in Siam,- a forma 
tributary of China. England and Rus 
sia have proceeded with a far greater 
show of decency in their diplomacy 
the former being for a while the oul; 
one brave enough from a busines 
standpoint to demand the "open door 
policy of trade privileges to all an 
special privileges to none. To main 
tain her point of view, less than twi 
years ago, her guns were almost shot 
ted against Russia, whose attitude in 
China was expected to be one of sel 
fishness. The wisdom of her line o 
action is now shown by the fact tha 
the Emperor of Russia has declared 
that his Chinese ports shall be free am 
unrestricted. When these two grea 
nations thus act together the other 
will have to dance to their piping o 
clear out. It, is now safe to- assum 
that Russia and England, though 
i 


long time at enmity in Asia, first on 
the northern frontier of India, andno' 
on the northern frontier of China, wil 
nevertheless act together in endeavor 
ing to keep up the form of the Chines 
empire, as a safe-guard against an 
archy among the millions of thesi 
probable purchasers. 
Their men ant 


their money,in conjunction with Amer 
lean machinery—if America recognize 
its Pacific importance—will develop 
the vast mineral and agri"ultnral pos 
sibilities of China. Tb., will be effect 
ed by the great civilizers—steam, elec 
tricity, mechanics and breadth of in 
formation. 


It is,of course, too much to hope tha 


the revolution of thought and of man 
ners that is surely coming to Chini 
will be brought to a successful issui 
without some violence and some pro 
test. The way that the Coreans de 
stroyed a few weeks ago the trolle; 
line on which they were asked to speni 
their "cash" will illustrate what - 
mean. There will undoubtedly also bi 
religious trouble; the likelihood o 
which must be duly remembered by thi 
diplomatists of the newer civilizations 
Properly managed, nevertheless thi 
can be largely avoided if the English 
methods in India prevail in China; fo 
as in India, so in China, there ar 
strong denominational feelings tha 
can be, as it were, played against eacl 
other to produce social quiet. 


Just as with human beings, no mat 


ter how great the one nor humble th 
other; so is it with the mingling of na 
tions. It never can be all "give'' or al 
"take'' on either side. If tke new cen 
tury is to see modern nations kindlinj 
a light in Asia, that new century wil 
see those nations also learning to real 
some lessons from "The Light of Asia. 
If we are led to have fuller reverenci 
for our elders and for the dead anc 
their deeds: and if we recognize the 
value of an educational test for politic 
al fitness it will be well.

The Alabama. 


Uncle Sam's new battleship, the Al- 


abama, which left Cramps' shipyard 
at 
Philadelphia last week for her 


builders' trial at sea, represents a 
new type of warships in our navy. In 
general appearance the Alabama re- 
sembles somewhat the Iowa, without 
the 8-inch guns and their turrets 
Despite this omission of the 8-inch 
guns, the battery of the Alabama is a 
powerful one and for a vessel of her 
displacement is unequaled. There will 
be four 13-inch guns mounted in pairs 
in turrets forward ancl aft, and M 6- 
iuch rapid firers distributed between 
them. Besides these there will be a 
secondary battery of 18 0-pounders, 
four 1-pounders and three machine 
guns. The armor of the Alabama will 
be 1GK inches thick, of Harveyized 
nickel steel on the sides immediately 
abreast the engines and boilers, taper- 
ing to about nine inches at the ends. 
The turrets will be 17 inches on the 
face, where the muzzles of the guns 
protrude, and ir> inches at the back. 
The turrets are elliptical in shape and 
not circular, as with the turrets of our 
other ships. The protective deck will 
be four inches of steel. The Alabama 
will stow a large amount of coal — 1,200 
tons. She will have two vertical triple 
expansion engines, capable of develop- 
inglO.OOO horse power, which will, it 
is calculated, drive the ship at a speed 
of over 16 knots. The dimensions of this 
fine ship are : Length, 368 feet; beam, 
72 feet 5 inches, and draught, about 24 
feet; displacement, 11,500. The Ala- 
bama developed B maximum speed of 
17K knots on her trial trip. This is IK 
knots above the required speed.

from the prevalence ot weeds in crops. 
Ill a season whuu dry weather prevails 
these losses arc cmnp.iriitively small, 
though even thcu the weeds tnke wa- 
ter t'roui the soil, which is uot all re- 
turuud when they arc uprooted and 
buriul m it. The weed that is buried 
la surrounded by air spaces, keeping 
Llie soil mure porous than it otheiwise 
tt-ould he, ami tuerefoie drying It out 
t'.ibtur. The case is still worse as re- 
gards the lertihty that the weed has 
taken. It was originally entirely solu- 
blu, but the weed has to ferment anil 
be lobolved into vegetable mold before 
it can be put In the same soluble con- 
dition. Yet. says American Cultivator, 
we have knowu farmers to delay cul- 
tivation of hoed crops so as to have 
more grass and weeds to be plowed un- 
der. 


It is often 
said that weeds are 


a. preventive of good farming; that 
Hid'" would be much less cultivation 
of lioefl (.tops if it were not that the 
growth ol weeds made it necessary. 
Yei. where the cultivator is kept going 
all through the soasou, so often as to 
prevent any weed from reaching the 
surface, the weed killed as quickly as 
it sprouted 1ms Cone the soil more good 
and less harm than it could do at any 
subsequent stage of its growth. 
At 


this early period about all the plant 
substance bas been directly furnished 
from the swelling and decomposition 
of the seed in germination. 
At this 


time the carbonic acid gas which the 
seed gives oft when it germinates 
makes its plant food more soluble than 
it ever can be after the plant puts 
forth roots and begins to draw from 
the soil. 
Finely powdered malt bas 


been used as a fertilizer. When it has 
been applied in contact with seed grain 
of any kind, it has produced remark- 
able results, though It is too expensive 
a fertilizer to be used on a very large 
scale. But the ordinary weed seed Is 
much smaller anil has far less fertiliz- 
ing material in it than bas a grain ol 
barley. 


It is the peculiarity of most weeds 


that most of their growth is taken 
directly from the soil, and that both 
it and the moisture to make the plant 
food soluble are needed by growing 
crops. Each day's growth of a weed 
among hoeJ crops lessens the yield. 
If the weed is left until late, its roots 
will be so intermingled with those of 
valuable crops that one cannot be de- 
stroyed without uprooting the other. 
A little caie in destroying the weeds 
while small will save much labor later, 
besides the inevitable shrinkage of the 
crop among which the weeds hav« 
been allowed to grow.

SEW YORK, September 5.—A few 


weeks ago we spoke on the passing of 
hereditary 
peculiarities in families 


from generation to generation, often 
shameful, frequently criminal, yet so 
deep rooted that it seems impossible to 
eradicate them or stamp them out. 
Of all the great names in our country's 
history there is not one that holds a 
warmer place in the American heart 
than that of Alexander Hamilton. He 
was essentially a great man; surround- 
ed by the great men to whom the Amer- 
ican revolution had given birth, he 
lost nothing by comparison. 
The im- 


perial service he rendered to his coun- 
try, when, after eight long, bitter 
years, the motherland acknowledged 
our independence, he paled in the su- 
preme presence of Washington alone. 


HP had rescued his country from the 


most shameful bankruptcy and appall- 
ing ruin yet while he brought happi- 
ness and prosperity to the nation that 
prayed each night for his success and 
safety, the gieat treasurer himself 
rolled in his bed in hopeless misery, 
haunted by the commission of a sin 
from which there seemed to be neither 
surcease nor deliverance. 
He had 


fallen a victim to the artful wiles of 
a female elerk employed in the treas- 
ury department, whose husband de- 
tected him in his offense and threaten- 
ed him with instant exposure unless 
he gave him at once several thousand 
dollars. 
Hamilton complied. 
There 


•was never a moment when those who 
knew him best doubted that he was 
the victim of blackmail; he was hunt- 
ed to his death, harassed and worn out 
by the heavy work of his own depart- 
ment and in the constant fear of ex- 
posure. There were times when it 
seemed the strain could be borne no 
longer, that be must take his own life; 
but a sense of public duty held his 
hand and he resolved to suffer and 
endure to the last. 


At length life became a burden; 


thousands of dollars were forced from 
him and he resolved to make a full 
confession of his oiTense and then to 
trust in God and the people of the new 
republic. 


At first, of course, the confession was 


a shock—as Washington's aide-de-camp 
he virtually became one of the presi- 
dent's family. The confession was ad- 
dressed to Washington and sent to the 
president with his resignation, for it 
seemed to him that a life of golden 
promise was to end in darkness and 
shame. But the result was the reverse 
of what Hamilton expected. The entire 
nation arose to his defense, and while 
he was bowed with agony and shame, 
friends and foes joined in condoning 
the offense, in consideration of the 
suffering he had endured. 
He was 


retained in public favor to the latest 
moment of his life, which a bullet 
from Burr's pistol ended—one of the 
most remarkable lives of the eigh- 
teenth century, 


JJow, after more than a iiundred 


years, his grand-nephew, in whose 
veins flowed the bluest of our Ameri- 
can blue blood, is reproduced by a 
series of circumstances that lead right 
up to the darkest page in his great an- 
cestor's history. 


On Thursday evening, while thous- 


ands were hurrying toward their homes 
along that great artery of the city's 
2ife, Broadway, acouple of gorgeously 
dressed women were indulging in a 
can-can dance, highly seasoned with 
high kicking, each one doing her best 
to kick the top off one of the city's 
lamp posts. They were enjoying them- 
selves, apparently to the delight of 
the hundreds of people that crowded 
around to see this unique and extra- 
ordinary performance, when Policeman 
Timothy Sullivan swooped down on 
them and arrested the pair and took 
them to his station, where they were 
confined for the night. Being brought 
before the police magistrate in the 
morning, he inquired of the elder 
woman what was her name, and she 
replied : "Mrs. Victoria Cararet." He 
then asked the name of the woman 
who appeared to be the younger, and 
she said : '-Mrs. Eobert Kay Hamilton. 
I guess you have heard of me, judge." 


The downfall and ruin of 
such a man as Robert Bay Hamilton 
is a sorrowful story, viewed which way 
you will, and adds one more chapter 
to the dark side of life in a great eity.

A TREE'S STORY 


•Womlerfnl Record of FHUW For 


Those Who Can It end It. 


'Trees record their own history, 


trange though this may seem, yet it 


true, whether we are able to read 
or not," says a correspondent of 


ileehan's Monthly, who proceeds to 
ive these instances hi proof of the as- 
ertion: 


Most any one can tell the age of a 


tree by its rings, aud here let me say 


:ere are three ways to tell—two by 
le inside and one by the outside. The 
icthods of counting the years of a tree 
torn the inside are first by cutting a 
•ee down and sawing off a section or 
lock and counting the rings or circles, 
hich any one can do. Another way is 
o split the block open and count the 
ections on a medullary ray. It will be 
rand that each section corresponds to 
ach ring, or one year's growth. The 
lird way is to count the spaces be- 
ween the rows of limbs on a standing 
ree. This is easily done on the sprnce. 
ine, etc. It will be observed that some 
paces ore longer than others, corre- 
ponding to a thicker growth of the cor- 
esponding ring and a longer section of 
he medullary ray. I have a large ntun- 
jer of bits of wood, both of maple and 
leech, illustrating these statements. 


So much for the tree's record of its 


iwn age. Trees also indicate their lo- 
inlit-y where grown, whether on a 
mountain or in a valley; also the color 
ind nature of the soil, amount of sun- 
hine, temperature, moisture, etc. 


Again, trees reveal the points of com- 
ass, especially the hemlock, by its ex- 
I'eine top leaning to the east. It has 
>ften been noticed that the heart of 
;ome trees is far from the center, near 
me side. In such a case the tree is 
veil fed on one side and lacking food 
in the other. A ledge on one side anc 
:ruitful soil on the other make the 
difference and account for the position 
if the heart. 


A tree also indicates barometric con- 


litions by absorption 
of moisture 


;hrongh the roots on certain days an1" 
:rom the atmosphere through the bod- 
of the tree. It nlso indicates the days 
on which they will not absorb.

..ates the difference between a heavy 
•md a light atmosphere or when the

SHEEP TICK. 


a lamb Is supposed to be suffering from 
the common pale skin, thought to be 
due to the anemia or bloodless condi- 
tion consequent on the effects of the 
throat worms, but in reality a result 
of mere loss of blood resulting from 
the constant sucking of it by the ticks, 
which hide themselves from sight in 
the lleece. It is ouly when the heat 
overcomes them that these pests loosen 
their hold on the skin in which they 
have imbedded their sharp claws and 
their proboscis or sucker and appear 
ju the outside of the fleece, where they 
may be seen sometimes by scores "when 
the shepherd may not have suspected 
the presence of a single one. 


The ticks are really flies, but without 


wings. 
They belong to the family 


known as hippoboscidae, so called be- 
cnuse they live in the woods, and the 
most conspicuous family of them in- 
fest horses and mules as well, and one 
of the class which infest cattle. 


The well known cattle tick, as it is 


called, has been discovered to be the 
cause of the southern or Texas fever 
of cuttle, one of the most virulent of 
contagious diseases to which cattle are 
subject. This tick is not really deadly 
to acclimated cattle of the south, but 
is almost universally fatal to northern 
cattle, either infected by southern cat- 
tle brought to the north or when they 
have been taken south. 
The fact is 


we do not know enough of tae life his- 
tory of the sheep tick to follow all its 
probable mischief to lambs and sheep 
or identify it as the cause of diseases 
to which sheep and lambs are subject 
and supposed to be clue to other causes. 
We need. In fact, to study this creature 
more closely before we can say what 
its actual character in this respect is. 
But we may believe all we may think 
of it and so take every possible means 
of exterminating it along with such 
well known enemies of the flock as the 
scab mite. 


And dipping the flocks, whether the 


scab is present in it or not, or whether 
the tick has fastened on it or not, but 
simply as a precaution and a means of 
safety, is the peremptory dtity of the 
shepherd now, at the beginning of the 
summer and the breeding season of 
these pests. One dipping is not suffi- 
cient, for the eggs of the tick, as they 
seem to be, and which the larvae of 
the creature may be, will not all be 
killed by the first dipping, and a rem- 
nant of them will be left to supply the 
places of those destroyed unless the 
dipping is repeated In ten days or two 
weeks after the first. And as this in- 
terval is about the time for the repeti- 
tion of the dipping to destroy the sec- 
ond brood of the scab insects both will 
be destroyed at the same time. And 
it is very sure and clear that If this 
second dipping is neglected all the 
good done by the first goes for nothing. 
To be quite sure we would, and we 
have so done, make a third dipping at 
the end of the summer, so that the 
flock goes into the winter free from 
those tormentors to which thousands 
of dead sheep are owing, which may be 
supposed have perished of some other 


If FnmlaTica Good Sostcnance POT 


Cattle III Arid HfglonM. 


The California experiment station at 


Berkeley has recently scored another 
remarkable triumph and has won the 
gratitude of thousands of farmers- In 
the arid and seiniarid region west of 
the Mississippi, says a correspondent 
of the Boston Transcript. Ever since 
1SS1 experiments have been conducted 
at Berkeley and at the substations 
throughout California to test certain 
Australian plants, known in popular 
language as "salt bushes." It seems to 
be acknowledged now that some spe- 
cies of this large class of plants can be 
profitably utilized on land heretofore 
considered worthless. 


About 
ISSr the late Baron von 


Mueller, a man whose whole life was 
devoted to the study of economic bot- 
any and to the distribution of valuable 
species over new districts, sent seeds 
of many Australian salt bushes to Cali- 
fornia. These salt bushes belong to a 
very large class of curious and useful 
plants formerly called chenopodlaceae, 
but more recently salsolaceae. The com- 
mon beet of our gardens and the pig- 
weed of the roadside belong to this 
family. Its members often possess re- 
markable powers of resistance to al- 
kali in the soil and grow where other 
plants would quickly perish. 


Many plants of the desert belong to 


this family, which Is also unusually 
drought resisting. Unfortunately, only a 
fow of the hundreds of species of salso- 
laceae have any economic value. Those 
species at first received from Australia 
proved nmvorthy of general use. Ex- 
periments were made 
with 
many 


kinds, but without marked success un- 
til a species known as atriplex semi- 
baccata was tested near Tulare City, 
in the upper San Joaquin valley, on 
very strong "black alkali." 


Such alkali land contains so ranch 


carbonate of soda and other salts that 
common barley dies there. Barley will 
withstand 23,000 pounds of alkali salts 
to the acre, but dies when the total 
reaches 30,009 pounds, while salt bush 
has been known to grow when the 
total reached 70,000 pounds to the acre. 
No other useful plant can show such 
a record. 


The value of salt bush, commercially 


'speaking, is as a L'oocl plant for sheep, 
cattle, horses, hogs and to some extent 
Cor domestic fowls. It keeps green all 
summer, grows rapidly, yields from 
two to four crops in a season and ap- 
pears to possess as important a place 
In farm economics as the well known 
alfalfa. The most careful analyses of 
the plant made at the experiment sta- 
tion show that its food value, pound 
for pound, fairly approaches that of 
alfalfa. 
Since it can be grown on soil 


too alkaline to produce alfalfa, its 
value is evident. 


Further experiments, extending over 


n long period of years, have determ- 
ined new and larger possibilities. Atri- 
plex semibaccata thrives In regions of 
very light rainfall, on extremely poor 
soil underlaid by hardpan. Its habits 
of growth in such places are modified, 
of course; the plant is much smaller 
and 
yields less, but it covers the 


ground, keeps green and grows until 
heavy frosts come. The perennial root 
remains In the ground, ready for an- 
other season. 
Its value, under such 


circumstances, can hardly be esti- 
mated. All thnt one can say is that 
such a plant makes thousands of acres 
of almost worthless land capable of 
sustaining large tlocks and herds.

There is no pace so valuable or so 


much appreciated and so practically 
useful in a horse as a fast, fair, square 
walk, and there is nothing that will 
cause an animal to be driven harder 
and kept so continually on the other 
paces as a deficiency in this respect, 
says The Horse Fancier. Months of 
time nnd hours of patient, intelligent 
effort are extended to make the horse 
a fnst trotter, a high actor, a perfectly 
gaitod saddle horse, but so far as the 
walk goes, he is generally put upon the 
.market as nature made him and rolls 
'along nt the' pace his ambition dictates, 
commonili'il by his owner as a wonder 
if he liappi'iiK To walk fast, and sworn 
:it and overdriven by every one If he 
clinnci'S to be' lazy and slow. The fast 
'walker is often made so by being put 
with a mate while breaking which hap 
pened to be a quick, free mover, and no 
fanner or breeder can be too careful In 
seeing to it that no colt of his is ever 
driven or led beside a sluggish, In- 
active partner. 


Feeding *lnul!tien of Artichokes. 
A report recently received at the de- 


partment of agriculture from the Ore- 
gon station contains some interesting 
and valuable Information concerning 
the food value of artichokes. To de- 
termine the proportion of rations for 
farm animals that can be profitably 
made up of these tubers the Oregon 
station fed six thrifty Berkshire pigs 
which had been runuin; on wheat 
stubble and weighed from 117 to 215 
pounds. 
For nvo month!) the pigs 


were fed on artichokes supplemented 
by a small ration of equal parts of 
chopped wheat and oats. An effort was 
made at the outset to compel the pigs 
to subsist on a diet of artichokes alone, 
but in the absence of grain there was 
very little gain, and the pigs were not 
contented. They were vigorous in their 
demands for something more substan- 
tial. Tlie artichokes were grown near 
the pens, so that the pigs could have 
access to them whenever they desired. 
The tubers were left in the ground for 
the pigs to root out as they were need- 
ed. A portion of the plat was measur- 
ed and the artichokes dug to determine 
the yield, \vhich was found to be 740 
bushels per acre. During the experi- 
ment the six pigs consumed the arti- 
chokes grown on one-eighth acre-and 
made a total gain iu IhT weight of 244 
pounds, or an average daily gain per 
pi? of O.S1 pound. The pigs consumed 
during the period 7SG pounds of grain, 
or at tho rate of 3.1 pounds of grain 
for each pound of gaiu in live weight. 
In other experiments it hart been 
found 
that it required about five 


pounds of mixed grain for each pound 
oE gain in live weight. 
On this basis 


the feeding of the artichokes resulted 
In a saving of nearly two pounds of 
grain for each pound of gain in live 
weight. 


THE HESSIAN FLY. 


When and How It InJnreH Wfeeat. 


Preventivea ana Remedies. 


The Hessian fly is one of those pests 


of the wbeatfields about which a lit- 
tle timely information seldom comes 
amiss, and this the Ohio station has 
furnished in bulletin 107, recently Is- 
sued, in which are conclusions derived 
from their own observation, in connec- 
tion with that of other agriculturists In 
various sections of the country. 


The insect is a small, dark colored,

Professor J. B 


Smith of New Jersey says this little 
x>rer is almost omnipresent, bnt be- 
comes most abundant in September 
uid will at that time try every tree 
rhiit offers the least chance of sustain- 
ing it. Its hope is to find some weak or 
injured tree, low in vitality and in 
general poor condition, and into this it 
bores, makes its galleries and starts the 
tree on the road to certain death. 
Where entirely suitable trees are not 
found the beetle docs the best it can 
and bores into healthy peaches, for these 
offur the best chance of giving way to 
it A real healthy young tree will easily 
dispose of a dozen or SO borers without 
difficulty, but when 50 or 100 come in 
there is serious danger for even a sound 
tree unless it is unusually vigorous. 


Practically, according to Professor 


Smith, there are ouly two ways of pre- 
venting injury from this insect. The 
first is to Have uo old dying trees to 
breed the beetles in quantities. The sec- 
ond is to keep the yonng trees as vigor- 
ous as possible to prevent a foothold 
from any reasonable attack. An apple 
or pear tree injured by blight or by ac- 
cident may live for two or three years 
under the attacks of these beetles and 
trill then die, liberating thousands of 
specimens that will bore into whatever 
-auuens to oe nearest at nano.

Tlie three- 
rourth inch incisions at a a, allow the 
upper half of Ihe blade to be bent or 
rolled backward, forming a long, deep 
roove that clamps 
very securely 


around the standard of the plow, 
where it Is lirnily bolted. The long, 
tapering point, when the wheel is ad- 
justed for subsolllng to the desired 
depth, lies perfectly Bat in its course 
through the soil—the curvature of the 
upper half of the blade being quite 
sufficient to lift, "ground mole fash- 
ion," the entire bottom of the furrow, 
while the passage of the standard, 
through the midst of this upheaval, 
breaks and pulverizes the hitherto 
hard, compact subsoil In a very thor- 
ough and satisfactory manner. The 
handles are those of an ordinary cul- 
tivator, and the wheel, seven inches in 
diameter, was purchased from a scrap 
iron man for 15 cents. There being 
some quite heavy forffiug upon the 
beam in bending It to the desired shape 
and in cutting the share down to the 
proper form, it will be necessary to call 
upon the blacksmith for that part of 
the operation. 


To those unfamiliar with the practice 


of subsoiling it may be well to say 
that this implement is planned to fol- 
low the breaking plow, tearing up and 
mellowing the bottom of the furrow 
to the depth of about eight inches. 
Thus It will be plain that, if the break- 
ing plow be turning to the depth of 
eight inches, the subsoiler stirs up 
another eight inches deeper, leaving 
the plant or seed bed pulverized to the 
depth of 16 inches.

Inch long and shaped much like the 
wheat midge. 
The male Is more 


slender than the female, Fig. 1, which, 
when full of eggs, slightly resembles a 
diminutive mosquito moderately full 
of blooc! The egg, Pig. 2a, is about 
one-fiftieth of an inch long, of a dull 
reddish color. The larva or maggot, 
Pig. 3b, Is, when first hatched, of a 
nearly white color, with a tinge of red, 
but later it Is a very light green, 
clouded with white. The pupa, Pig. 3d, 
Is formed under cover of the puparium, 
Pig. 2c, which last is known as the 
"flaxseed" stage, on account of its re- 
semblance to a flaxseed In form and 
color. 


The effect of the larvne, especially 


on young plants, does not appear to be 
quite generally understood. The sec- 
ond cut represents an infested plant 
fresh from the field, drawn from na- 
ture. The plant had been attacked 
soon 
after 
Its appearance 
above 


ground and had not tillered. 
The 


leaves under these conditions are 
broader, darker green, more vertical 
and bunchy. The youngest leaf on a 
healthy plant as it unfolds and pushes 
upward is of a tubular 
form and 


spindle shaped. 


The insect appears during spring anfl 


fall, the former period extending, in 
Ohio, throughout the month of May 
and probably the first half of June, and 
the latter or fall brood 
extending 


through the last days of August and 
much of September in the northern 
part of the state, and the last of Sep- 
tember and the first week or ten days 
In October In the extreme southern 
part of the state. The eggs are depos- 
ited in both spring and fall on the up- 
per side of the leaves, and the young, 
as soon as they hatch, make their way 
down the plant behind the sheath of 
the leaves. In the spring they go down 
to the first or second joint above the 
roots, but In the fall, when the plants 
are much smaller, they usually go 
down to a point just above the roots, 
Indicated by letter a. The effect on the 
wheat in the fall is to reduce the 
growth to a mere bunch of rank grow- 
ing leaves that kill out during the win- 
ter. 
In the spring the maggots or 


young go down to the first or second 
joint above the roots and there be- 
come Imbedded in the straw, thus 


HOG LICE. 


Pern Lit cut IiiMeutR Thnt Arc Not Bu- 


lly Exttiriuiuntcd. 


The hog .louse is the only insect 


which causes much trouble in raising 
hogs, snys a government uullctin, and 
when it ouco becomes established In 
a drove it is not easily exterminated. 
Fortunately, the lice arc so large that 
they can be seen easily, and their 
presence may therefore be known be- 
fore they become very abundant. They 
are liable to appear at any season of 
the year, and they thrive on hogs of 
any age or condition. They are found 
in and behind the cars, back of the 
shoulders and in the creases on the 
lower part of the ham more frequently 
than elsewhere; if those places are free 
from them, there Is little danger that 
they exist on other parts of the animal. 


Coal oil is sure death to every louse 


it touches, but does not always kill the 
eggs and must be used with caution 
to prevent its blistering the skin of 
the hog. When a large drove is to be 
treated, the work can be done very 
quickly by using a spray pump having 
nn attachment for mixing the oil and 
water, and the pump should be set so 
that it will use about five parts of 
water to one part of oil. When such 
a mixture Is thrown over the bogs in 
a fine spray, only a little of the oil Is 
used to cover the whole animal, and It 
the spraying is done m the evening 
nearly all of the oil will be evaporated 
by morning, and there will be uo blis- 
tering of the skin when the hogs are 
exposed to the hot sun on the follow- 
ing day. 
So little oil is used iu the 


spraying that few of the eggs will 
be killed, and the work should be re- 
peated at the end of a week and 
again at the end of a second week. If 
the work is thoroughly done, three 
sprayings will bo sufficient. If a spray 
pump is not available, the lions should 
be rubbed witli a mixture containing 
two parts of lard oil to one of coal oil, 
repeating twice at intervals of a week. 
The sleeping places should be thor- 
oughly cleaned. Ihe bedding bnrued 
and the Insi'lc of the buildings thor- 
oughly wet with coal oil. 


Even with the most thorough treat- 


ment it requires time and patience to 
clean a drove which has become badly 
infested, but It must be done If the 
hogs are to be kept in a thriving con- 
dition. It is not Oilliciilt to destroy the 
larger part of the Ik-e. but Hint is not 
sufficient, for where there are even a 
few eggs left in the car or under the 
jowls of a single animal the pest will 
soon become as bad as ever. 


Lice never infest clean hogs when 


they arc not brou.uht from nn infested 
drove, and the ho^ raiser who has a 
clean herd cannot bo too careful to 
keep it so. Xo slray hog should be al- 
lowed on tho premise's, and any which 
lire purchased should he examined very 
carefully before they arc allowed to 
run wilh the. others. The oil mixture 
should always he kept close at hand 
where It can be used immediately if 
niiy indications uf lice are seen. 
It 


is much easier tu kill a few lice on a 
few animals th.-in to clean a thoroughly 
infested herd.

weakening it, and when the grain 
comes to head the straw will topple 
over and break down, thus giving rise 
to what is known as "straw fallen' 
grain. The insect passes the winter 
largely in the flaxjjeed stage about the 
plants just above1 the roots. It passes 
the summer, largely at least, in the 
stubbles that are left in the fields at 
harvest 
Thus the adults breed in 


spring and fall at dates varying with 
the latitude. They live but a few days 
and die almost immediately after de- 
positing their eggs. 


The preventive measures are late 


sowing, rotation of crops and burning 
of stubble where this can be done. The 
remedies consist in the use of quick 
acting fertilizers in the fall or pastur- 
ing early sown fields preferably with 
sheep. 
There is no known remedy 


against the spring brood of flies.

natural glass country, too liilly for the 
most economical farming. His perma- 
nei" pastures fuiuish abundant forage 
for the greater part of the year. He 
buys most of the stock cattle or sheep 
that convert liis grass into meat, jusi 
as does the feeder iu tne corn belt, and 
lie does not winter much stock or feed 
much grain. This man Is making a 
study of th B problem of live stock 
without farming. Not absolutely with- 
out fanning, for he knows that his 
meadows must be renewed, that some 
straw is desirable and that some coarse 
grain is essential, but be is studying 
to reduce the area that lie must devote 
to corn, to wheat and oats and to in- 
crease the extent of his permanent 
pastures. 
lie finds it a many sided 


problem. 
Securing uniformly good 


meadow, maintaining pastures In satis- 
factory condition, buying stock at fa- 
vorable prices when It Is needed, buy- 
ing grain at prices iu proportion to live 
stock are some of tlic major difficulties 
to be met. Among the advantages are 
the saving of labor, the saving of land, 
which in a hilly country always de- 
teriorates by cropping, and the saving 
of a heavy investment in Implements 
and machinery and fences. 


SiiKnr Beet Leuven. 


I notice thai there is a good deal said 


in the press in regard to the value of 
beet leaves for feed, and that they 
are more or less fed to stock of dif- 
ferent kinds in sections where farmers 
grow beets for faaories. I hardly need 
dwell on the value of beet leaves for 
food. All who have had any experience 
with them will readily concede their 
nutritive valu<. If free from dirt they 
would be an available addition to the 
list of silo plants, yet I cannot help 
feeling lha». the ones who have given, 
this subject most attention alright 
when they assert that these leaveSMire 
more valuable left on the groundMn 
the fields as a fertilizer, inasmuch as 
they contain exactly the right elements 
that the soil needs, and in available 
form. 
It is all very well to assert 


that they cnn be taken back after be- 
ing fed in the form of barnyard 
manure. The trouble is that they are 
not likely to go back where they are 
needed-ami thnt is. where they came 
from. We fclionlil leave the beet leaves 
on the ground as a fertilizer aud feed 
the pulp, says C. F. Baylor.

public August 31, shows that there are 
104,681 pensioners residing in Pennsyl- 
vania and that they drew S12,470,7'J5 
from the treasury last year. 


Isew Jersey has 30,824 pensioners 


within her borders, to whom was paid 
53,494,626. 
Delaware contains 2,743 


pensioners and they drew 5401,615 last 
year. 


The roPs of the Philadelphia pension 


agency contained the names of 63,710 
pensioners at the date of the report, as 
against 63,442 last year, a gain of 274. 


The Pittsburg agency carries 49,510 


names, as against 49,394 last year, a 
gain of 116. 


Speaking of the payment of pensions 


.to volunteers of the war with Spain, 
Commissioner Evans says: "In the 
states of Pennsylvania and Kew York, 
each having two agencies for the pay- 
ment of pensions, I have directed that 
all pensioners on account of services 
in this war residing in Pennsylvania 
be paid by the Philadelphia agency,and 
those residing in the state of New 
York at the New York city agency, for 
the reason that some time in the fu-1 
ture the agencies will be consolidated, 
and payments in each of those states 
will then be made by one agency." 


There were added to the pension roll 


40,991 names and 43,186 were dropped, 
34,345 of these by reason of death. 


There were expended for pensions 


8133,355,053. 


The annual value of the entire pen- 


sion roll amounts to 5131,617,961, being

to 22, 1S98, Ives and Schaefer tied for 
first money and Ives was defeated 
in the play-off.

Schaefer won the championship from 
Slosson and Ives challenged him. The 
game was played in Central Music 
Hall. Chicago, and Ives won. After 
winning he returned the world's cham- 
pionship trophy to the donor and con- 
fined himself to academy and exhibi- 
tion play.

General Weighing ot All Mall. 


For the first time in more than twen- 


ty years the postoffice department has 
ordered a general weighing of tie mail 
passing through all the offices between 
October 3 and November 6. The de- 
partment at Washington has been ar- 
ranging for this general weigh-up and 
preparing blanks, circulars, &c., for 
some time. At the end of the 35 days 
reports from all of the postotflces in 
the country will be forwarded to Wash- 
ington. 
During the period since the 


last weighing of the mails by the gov- 
ernment the railroad companies and 
other carriers have weighed the mails 
themselves. 
The department could 


only estimate their weight and the 
government may have been overcharg- 
ed.

of the Western or Roman, but has 
been a distinct organization since lO.H, 
when Pope Leo IX. excommunicated 
the entire Eastern Chui eh. The Greek 
and Soman churches had gradually be- 
come estranged through a long series 
of theological disputes and misunder- 
standings from the fifth to the eleventh 
century. 
Numerous attempts at rec- 


onciliation have been made since, but 
without efieet. Each patriarch is su- 
preme within his diocese, and the pa- 
triarch of Alexandria in former times 
wielded great power.

ship of the Greek Church is over 80,- 
000,000.
